Cutting a strip from a first of said rolls, wherein said strip having a first side and a 
second side, a first end and a second end, 

Cutting said material of a second roll into one or more separate shapes, 

Placing at least one of said shapes onto one of said sides of said strip, 

Wrapping the strip around strands of hair, 

Engaging said first and second ends of the strip to secure the strip around the 
strands of hair, wherein the ends securely adhere to themselves while not being 
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securely adherent to said strands of hair.

New claim 22: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the adhesive is disposed on the first and 
second sides of the material. 
New claim 23: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the adhesive is integral to the material. 
New claim 24: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the material is perforated. 
New claim 25: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the material is constructed from a rubber latex 
material. 

New claim 26: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the strip can be of a variety of widths or lengths. 
New claim 27: 

The method of claim 21 , wherein the strip can variable stretch or elongate.
